Washington, Sept. 6. — Consul Wood 
at Queenstown, made this report to 

the state department: 

"The Allan liner Hesperian tor- 
pedoed by German submarine seventy 
miles southeast of Fastnet. One or 
two Americans on board. None lost. 
Loss of life about eight. Vessel has i 
not sunk. Admiralty boats landed \ 
passengers and troops. Have returned i 
to bring Hesperian in here. There I 
were forty-five Canadian troops aboard j 
unorganized and mainly invalided. 
Also one 4.7-inch gun mounted and 
visible on atern of Teasel, bound for 
MontreaL"

Queenstown, Sept 6. — ^The Hesper- 
ian was struck by a torpedo while 
seventy miles soutbeaat of Fastnet, 
Ireland, on her- way to -Montreal. The 
ship was an Allan liner, s 11.0004on 
vessel and had about three hundred 
passengers and a crew of 250 aboard, 

Not a soul on tbe steamer, thoogb 
there were many persons on deck, 
and a strict lookout wju being kept, 
saw anything that resanbied a peri- 
scope either before or after the sbip 
was hit. The torpedo tore a hole in 
the -steamship's hull forward, but the 
wound was not fatal. She wac travel- 
ing with her compartments closed, a 
precaution which may have saved her. 

According to the most accurate in- 
formation so far obtainable there 
were American citizens among Ihe 
passengers. The liner carried a 4.7- 
inch gun. mounted and visible on tbe 
stem. 

Eight lives were lost, according to 
a careful compilation made by Consul 
Frost, but both Americans were saved. 
Thirty-seven persons were more or 
less seriously injured. Three of the 
lifeboats capsized as they were being 
launched and their occupants were 
dumped Into the water. 

There was no i>anic and very little 
excitement. There was not a person ] 
on board but realized the moment the 
explosion occurred that either a tor- 
pedo or a mine had struck the vessel. 
Life belts were strapped on imme- 
diately and the work of lowering the 
boats began a few minutes later. Ijong 
before the ship had taken a serious 
list all of the passengers were over- 
board and only the captain, with bis 
officers and a few of the crew re- 
mained. 

It has been suggested l)y some of ; 
the passenRcrs that tbe ship was not j 
struck by a torpedo but collided with ] 
a floating mine. The fact that the j 
ship was apparently hit forward and | 
tbat the wound was not fatal, seems I 
in a sense to support this theory, | 
though the officers of the Hesperian { 
lean to the belief that a torpedo did 
the work. 

The wireless call for assistance was 
sent out all but simultaneously with 
the explosion and a government 
steamer and a number of patrol boats 
In the nearby waters immediately put 
out to the rescue. Until they reached 
the spot the UfeboaU, filled witb the 
Hesperian's^'passencers. stood by- the 
disabled steamship while Captain 
Main and some of his crew remained 
on board. 

The patrol boats with all of th^ i>as-^ 
sengers and most of the crew, arrived 
here. Already additional patnA boats 
had been sent otaC to save the vessel 
and shortly after their arrival a wire- 
less message said that the Hesperian 
probably coold be safely towed to 
Queenstown. 

There seems to be no question of 
doubt that a warning was not given 
and that a submarine was not slated. 
X H. BrocUngton, a passenger, is one 
of the many survivors who attests 
this fact. It is supposed that the sub- 
marine, if It was a submarine, had 
been lying in wait for a victim and as 
soon as the Hesperian was sighted 
approaching, maneuvered quickly, to 
strike and having discharged the tor- 
pedo submerged and fled. 

All of tbe passengers pay the high- 
est tribute to the efficiency of the 
crew and the coolness of Captain 
Main. 



Russians Are Making a Strong 8Und 
en the Bank* of the- O er a th Against 

the Austrians For the Present— 
Artillery Duels on West Front. 

London. Sept. S. — The German and 
Austrian advance in "the east, tor the 
moment, at least,, is being held up by 

the Russians. 

While the Germans, according to 
their own claim, as well as to the ad- 
mission of the RUBsiaa war oflice, suc- 
ceeded in capturing the briteehead .at. 
Friedrichstadt on Thursday, they have 
not yet been able to cross the Dwina 
to attack the town itself and to cut 
the rail communications between Riga 
and Dwlnsk. 

Between Grodno and the regi<meOt 
of Ulelostock there seems to have 
been little change though further to 
the south the Germans, after very 
severe fighting, have succeeded in 
capturing the Bridgehead on the Jas- 
iolda at Kartiisskuki-Heress. where 
they were held up for some time and 
are now drawing nearer to Pinsk. 
Slightly to the north of this region | 
the German advanced guards are with- : 
In about twenty miles of Slonim, an i 
Important railvay point on the rail- , 
way which rii&B from Bielostock to 
Barnowitsehi and Minsk. 

In -the region east of Grodno the' 
Russians have been fighting d( s|)er ^ 
ate rear guard battles, which have so 
eftectlvely checked the Germans that 
practically the entire forces which 
held this salient have been able to 
withdraw to safety. Petrograd dis- 
patches say that even after tbe town 
of Grodno was evacuated cavalry de- 
tachments re-elitered the city and 
fought with such telling effect that 
they were able to carry away a num- 
ber of German machine gone and 150 
prisoners. Berlin says that the num- 
ber ot prisonws made in this region 
has been increased to 3,600. 
/ia Galicia the Russians are making 
a Btrong stand on the banks of the 
Sereth and are temporarily holding 
the Austrians. 

The word "artHlwyf jOOPtlnues to 
feature the Fren«at offieflMl^iMir ofllee 
statements. In the Argoone, in tiie 
forest of Apremont. on the Cham- 
pagne ^teoat and at aeveral ether 
places on the western theater, the 
French and Qeflnans. according to re- 
ports, are busy -canno n ad in g. No con- 
seqnental gain by either ride is an- 
nounced in the official statements. The 
reports tell of British gains on the 
Oallipoli peninsula "since the end of 
August." In the southern sone of the 
peninsula the sitaatiov is calm, the 
statement adds. 



SCHOOL TRUSTEE'S POWER 

Test Will Be Made In Court Over 
Appointmsnta. 

Lexington, Ky. (Special) : Tbe que» 
tion of whether a school trustee's, re- 
cfimmendatlon mnat be adopted in the 
seleetitHi ot teachers for that trustee's 
district, or is merely advisory, has 
a^sen in the Athens school district 
in this country, and as the matter has 
no direct precedent In Kentucky It 
will be -taken to tbe court of appeals 
for an authoritative rulUigT William 
Burns, trustee of the .Athens district 
recommended that Misses Jessie Lee 
Tilton and Bessie Blddell be ap- 
pointed to two of the positions as 
teachers in the Athens school. Mrs 
Nannie G. Faulconer, superintendent 
Of county schools, and the county 
board of education ignored the trus- 
tee's recommendation, and denignated 
Misses Frances Scott, Katherine Tay- 
lor and Jane Young to be the assist- 
ants to Miss Folsom McGuire, princi 
pal of the school. Trustee Burns, 
upon learning of this, secured an in- 
junction in the circuit court restrain- 
ing the superintendent . and board of 
education from emplayliig any- other 
persmis than the two yoong wmnen 
named by Bnms in the positions to 
whieh he had recommoided them.

FLOOD DAMAGE UNKNOWN 

Territorial Troops Rescuing Victims 
and Caring For Homeless. 

Rome, Sept. 6. — Owing to Inter- 
ruption of the railroad communlcatlona 
and congested telegraph tbe full ex- 
tent of the damage done by the Bar! 
floods is yet tmknown. The number 
of victims ascertained is only thir- 
teen. The woimded are most numer- 
ous in the lower portions of the town 
which still is under water. The res- 
cut work is rendered extremely diffi- 
cult owing to the lack of pumps. 

Pumps are being -sent to Barl from 
Tartano and Brindisl. Meanwhile the 
territorial troow are rescuing the oc- 
ct^j^ts of the flooded houses and pro- 
viding shelter for the homeless. The 
damage on the countryside is exten- 
sive, besides in Barl, in tbe neighbor- 
hood of Naplea and especially in the 
towns and villages on ttie slopes of 
the Vesuvius where mnk torrents de- 
vastated the field and vineyards aim 
orchards.

The failure of tbe detectives to find 
any one who seems to have seen God- 
owski since he vanished after leaving 
a halr-dreaaing eatablishment in For- 
ty-third street at six o'clock on 
Wednesday evening, has strengthened 
the theory that the celebrated mnsle- 
ian fell a victim of highwaymen, who 
robbed him ot his money and Jewels 
and probably did him bodily harm.

IMPORTANT TO FARMERS 

And Otiiers Having Property 
Along Our Public Highways. 

To all t'ounty Judges and 

County Engineers. 
Dear Sirs: — 

Your attention is respectfully ealled 
to the following portion of Section 48. 
Chapter SO of the Acts of 1914. 

"He (the County Uoad Entrineer) shall 
cause no.xious weeds srowing by the 
l>ounds of public roads to be cut down 
in tbe month of August." Weeds are 
unsightly in appearance, unhealthy, and 
scatter their seeds to adjoining farms 
unless cut down at the proper time, and 
if permitted tosUtnd during the summer 
months they MI aud clog the drainaee 
ditches and cause the roads to b<-come 
muddy and impassable during the win- 
ter. 

Weeds ihou'.d be cut, piled and burn- 
ed, and also ilic underbrush trimmed up 
soasio permit the free access of sun 
li^ht, and air to the roads. The farmer 
who assists you in this work is not only 
doing agood service for the roads but is 
protecting his land against being seeded 
from noxious weeds that grow on the 
right of way. 

Uecenily 1 observed on the tjuuen ifc 
Cresent Railroad that most of the right 
of way was covered wiili sweet clover, 
ii occured to me that if the farmer 
Aould plant sweet clover along ihe un 
traveled portion of the right of way, 
that iu spreading to the farms would 
not be objectionable and would causa 
the land to become richer and would 
choke out the noxious weeds and form a 
very sightly coverini: fur iho sides of the 
cuts and fills of llie roadway. However, 
the sweet clover, if planted should be 
cared for in such a manner as to not 
permit it to fall in tiie ditches ia the 
early fall. 

Your attention is also called to Seo> 
tions 53 and 54 of Chapter SO^regarding 
the obstraetion canwd by telephone and 
telegraph poles being in ditches and ^(o 
other obatriictions tliat are caused by 
fences, buildings, etc , encroaching 
on right of way, and your nuiliority to 
tiave iliem removed. 

Section 5*i gives you authority to have 
them removed and charged to land own* 
er or persons to whom the< property be- 
longs. 

Section 57 makes it a penalty for dead- 
ening trees along the right of way and 
leiliiig it stand even tlioush it be upon 
the land of an abutting property owner. 

Section Gti and 07 gives the County 
Bngineer the right to drain the roads on 
to abutting properly. 

Seotioa 6S requires County Engineers 
to see that suitable shade trees are 
planted along the roads. This I notice 
is being agitated through the press by 
people who are not advised as to tlie 
legal authoiity of the County itoid En- 
gineer in causing trees to be planted be- 
cause of the inactivity of the County Ka 
gineer in performing, this duty. 

Seotion 60 gives the County Engineer 
autlwrity over the trees now existing on - 
the right of way; and Seotioa 10 gives 
the Engineer authority to maintain water 
in troughs along the road. 
l|Section 72 gives the County Engineer 
the riglit lo open drains across private 
drives and maintain said drains and 
otherwise change the entrance of private 
drives so as to not damage tbe highway. 

These are a few of the duties that your 
attention is respectfully sailed to with 
the hope that you will ask your local 
papers to assist you in carrying them in-. 
10 full force and elfect, as a sentiment 
throughout the State should not be local, 
but general. You are, therefore, le- 
spectfnlly requested to co-operate in 
getting these sections of the splendid 
road law before tbe public and in carry* 
log them into full force and elfeot.

Within live year^ If the present plan 
of road IwUldlng Is conUaued. every 
county seat in Kentucky will be reacb 
ed by one or more roadf oonatmcted 
imder State snpervlsloa, eaCh forming 
a part ot the Statewide aystam. 

The DemecKiitle party ^edgaa Itaell 
to a Goatlanaadb of the State aid sys- 
tem of road btdMiag aad to add to ita 
effeeUveaeaa by more adequate su- 
pervision aad to asa ita every effort 
to make avallaMe Federal aid to be 
used ia PwnnefiUon with the aid fur- 
niahed by the State aad the respective 
counties. 

Sectloa 4. — Cenviet Labor. — We ta- 
vor the adoptloa of the constitutional 
amendBMaC aathorlslng the employ 
ment ot eoavicta on the public roads 
of the Commonwealth. We favor the 
abolltlOB oCi or audi ehaaga la. the 
Prlaoa Contract Labor Syatem aa will 
Bsake available at the eariiest pos- 
sible moment to the State and to the 
several counties the labor of anph con- 
victs as may be safely worked outside 
the walls of the penitentiary In the 
eonstroetion of public roadk and In 
the manufacture and production of 
road material. 

Section B.— Our^Pwblie School Sys- 
tem. — The Democratic .party l^aa al- 
ways been the friend of education and 
has built up our present excellent 
school system, snd we pledge our sui>- 
port to the paUle school system o( 
the State and' to other educational in- 
stltntlonsi and favor the enactment 
ot such laws as will guarantee that 
the money belonging to the school 
fund aad appropriated for schoiri pur- 
iwses is wisely and economically ad- 
ministered, afoaey spent for eduesr 
tlon is SB Inveatmeat from which the 



State reaps rich returns m the future. 
We favor the enactment of all such

We conpt z.tulate the people of the 
State on t::e increase of the per cap- 
ita for school children from J4.41 in 
J811 to $L- :5 this year, and on the 
Increase in the length in the school 
term from oix to seven months. We 
Insist on the teaching in our common 

schools of the branches of educatioc 
directly connected with agriculture 
and the various employmact In rural 

life and homes. 

Section 6. — Oppose Changing School 
Books. — We favor the furnishing ot 
common school text books to the peo- 
ple at the lea^st cost consistent with 
good quality, but we are opposed tc 
any sweeping change- in the adoption 
of text books at the end of any fixed 
period, and we favor an amendmeni 
to the present Text Book Commlsslos 
Law bo as to provide for a gradual 
change in the adoption of text books 
when a ctiange is deemed necessary 
instead of changing- the entire serie; 
at the end of any fixed or stipulated 
period, or In any one year. 

Section 7. — Primary Election Law. — 
We heartily approve the law requiring 
the nomination of State, County and 
Federal ofBeers by a direct vote ol 
the people, and we favor such amend 
ments as will perfect the existing law 
and we unqualifiedly condemn the Re 
publican party for its effort as de 
clared in its platform to- restore bos? 
rule by denying to the people the right 
to select their own candidates by a 
direct vote of the people. 

Section 8. — Anti-Trust Laws. — We 
favor the enactment of such laws as 
will prevent the formation of trusts 
and monopolies. 

Section 9. — Increase In Power ol 
Railroad Commission. — We favor the 
enactment of a law which will in- 
crease the scope of tlie authority of 
the Railroad Commisiiion so as to give 
them power to regulate Other public 
service corporations. 

SecUon 10. — Workmen's Compensa- 
tion. — We favor a law compensating 
workmen for injuries received in 
course of their employment which will 
be alike Just to the employer and em- 
ploye. 

Section 11.— Corrupt Practices Act. 
— We favor the enactment of a strin- 
gent Corrupt Fractlces Act. 

Section 12. — Aid to Farmers' Asso- 
ciation. — We earnestly favor legisla- 
tion fostering and encouraging every 
form of legitimate co-operatu'n amont; 
farmers and planters in the protection 
of their product and for obtaining and 
establishing favorable market condi- 
tions. 

Section 13. — Anti-Pass. — -We favor 
the enactment of a law which will 
prohibit any railroad, steamboat or 
other common carrier from giving a 
free pass or/ passes to any State, dis- 
trict, city, town or county otlicer or 
member of the General Assembly, or 
any judge or any member of the fam- 
ily of such official, or from selling any 
such official or a member of his family 
a ticket or tickets at a reduced rate 
not common to the public, and pro- 
hibiting any such official from accept- 
ing a free pass or passes, or from ac- 
cepting a ticket or tickets at a re- 
duced price not common to the pub- 
lic, and prescribing heavy penalties 
against any corporation, association, 
joint stock company, partnership or 
individual who ahaU violate 4ta pro- 
visloafc. 

Section 14. — The Tax Amendment. — 

We favor the adoption of the tax 
amendment to the Constitution to be 
voted upon at the regular November 
election. 

Section 15. — Revision of Tax Laws. 
— We favor a wide revision of our 
tax laws so as to equitably distribute 
the burdens of taxation among the 
taxpayers ot the State. 

Section 16. — ^Lobbyista. — We believe 
that no government. State or national, 
should be privately owned or privately 
controlled, and that the practice of 
solicitation by politicians and lobby- 
ists of aid from particular groups or 
business interests on the understand- 
ing, 'explicit or Implied, that the first 
care of the government must be for 
these particular Interests, is destruc- 
tive of every principle of free and 
honest government. We unqualifiedly 
condemn the practices of the secre* 
and corrupt lobbyist and pledge the 
party to a determined effort to eradi- 
cate these pernicious and baneful in- 
fluences from the legislative assem- 
blies by the enactment of stringent 
laws with severe penalties against tje 
secret use of money or the promise of 
political preferment conditioned upo.i 
the betrayal of the public interesta by 
public servants. 

Section 17. — To Prevent Trachoma. 
— We commend the action of the last 
National Democratic Administration in 
Ita humane and laudable endeavor to 
prevent blindness, and especially the 
work done la Eastern Kentucky for 
the prevention and the cure of the 
dreaded eye disease, trachoma. An i 
we advise the efficient co-eperatlon 
of the State of Kentucky with the 
United States Public Health Service in 
the cure and prevention of trachoma, 
also the protection of the eyesight 
of children. 

Section 18.— County Unit Planic— 
The Deasocratio party has been and 
is the sincere and earnest champion 
of all legi4ation intended for the 
moral as well as the material ad- 
vancemeat ot the State. To It. and 
to It alone. Is due the legislation 
which gives to each county in the 
State the absdote control over the 
vending of spirituous liquors, and no 
county should J>e deprived, by any 
outaide Interierence. of the right to 
determine this matter for itaelf. 

We reaffirm and reassert our ua 
qualified approval of the present Coun- 
ty Unit Law and of the declaration of 
the Democratic party in' the conven- 
tion of August 15. 1911. pledging the 
iwrty^to Its adoption. Ttiis Act has 
been strengthened by carefully con- 
sidered amendment, and the field of 
Its operation enlarged so that each 
of t^e counties In the State may de- 
termine for itself whether the sale of 
ulcoholic beverages may be licensed 
or pnhlblted. and embodies the full 
and final >idgm«nt of the legiatative 
knd executive branches- of the govem- 
•aqat It baa be^ interpreted and 
tts constltnUonaUty established by the 
conrta, and we approve of ita rigid 
and thorou^ enforcement in letter 
and In spirit, and condemn any effort 
to Impair or weaken ita wise provi- 
sions by revision or amendment 

In leglaUtion affecting the moral 
welfare of the people the party may 
wen be guided by our great leader. 
Whos9 wisdom sad righteousness are 
the priceless boon of a trhunphaat 
Democracy. We unqualifiedly com- 
mend to the Democracy of Kentucky 
hla sage admonition that "the ques- 
tions involved in sueh leglstation are 
social and moral and are not suscep- 
tible of being made parta of a paiAy 
proaramme. Whenever they have been

Mr. and Mrs. Kellogg and dauf^hler, 
Miss Mnrie Louise, reached Richmond. 
Friday, August 37, on their return trip 
to the Pacific Coast in their Ford tour- 
ing c»r. Wh«D asked for an «oeonQi of 
the trip. Mr. Kellogg said: 

"We lefl Bicbmond on Jane S, going 
through Oinetnnati and Dayton to Lima, 
Ohio, from which point we followed the 
Lincoln Highway west. Our course took 
us through norihern Indiana and Illi- 
nois, crossing the Mississippi river at 
Clifton, Iowa, atd the Missouri river at 
Council Bhifls, Iowa, from wbiob we 
entered Nebraska at Omaha. 

'-The LInooIa Highway leads almost 
direct west from Omaha through Ne- 
braska and southern Wyomini; to Salt 
f..ake City, and from that, point there is 
a choice of two routes to Keno, Nevada. 
Tlie norihern rouie follows the Union 
Pacific Uailroad ciuite closely, while the 
southern route is through Salt Lake 
desert, and b at many poiou 100 miles 
from the oearejt railroad. The price of 
gasoline aV^sueb points was often 50 cents 
per gallon and lubricatinff oil 83 to 30 
cents per quart. 

■ From Reno. Nevada, the route by 
Lake Tahoe was taken, and a stop made 
at this beautiful lake, and from there to 
San Francisco through Sacremento and 
Stockton. 

"Of conne, on a trip of this kind a 
great many interesting place* and sighu 
are seen. But what probably was one 
i of the most interesting experiences was 

the fact that at Cheyenne, Wyoming, 
we were able to see the buyers for foreign 
countries inspecting cavalry and artil- 
lery horses. Many of these were brouglil 
io f resit from the ranches and never bad 
bad a rope on them, and it was necessary 
before they be inspected that they have 
a saddle iaA bridle put oc them, and be 
ridden. The best riding cow boys in the 
world were there to do the work but 
some of the mounts offered them were 
so wild they couldn't stay on. It was 
no circus play, but real business, ani 
even before a saddle and bridle could be 
put on some of the horses they had to 
be thrown and their legs tied together, 
with two or three mcii Utting on their 
head^. _The qnestton was oftea asked 
by the spectators — and tliare quite a 
number — as to what would become of 
the Frenchman or Enjrlishman who 
tried to ride some of these in battle, and 
the conclusion was that they would 
probably be iu more danger from their 
monnts than from the bullets of the 
enemy. 

''Stops of a day or two were made at 
Omaha, Nebraska, Salt Lake, UtOi. 
Bene, Nevada, Lake Tahoe, etc , the 

trip out requiring thirty days. 

"It mtgtrt be well to state that the 
Lincoln Highway and other Iransconti 
nenlal routes are simply the best ac- 
cepted grades on which to make a trip 
of this sort. Except at very few points 
there has been no attempt made to pave 
any Transcontineatal Bonle and the 
roads are in some places bard to get 
over at any degree of speed even in fair 
weather. When wet weather is en- 
countered, especially in the states of 
Illinois. Iowa and Missouri, roads be- 
come almost impassable. The claim is 
made that some of this farming land is 
worth $200 an acre, and more; but it is 
hard to think of any such price, when it 
is realized that one cannot even go to 
see his neichbor when ii rains, itnless 
he uses an airship. Through stales 
such as Wyomin? and Nevada, there is 
enough sand and rock in the soil to 
make the trails hold up pretty well even 
in wet weather, and .strange as ii may 
seem, the best roads, 9XMpt of course, 
those that are paved, are enoobntered 
on the desert and on the salt , flats. The 
latter when in good condition are a* flat 
as a concrete pavement and admit of nn- 
limited speed. On the trip out chains 
were used on the car only one afternoon 
from Cedar Rapids to Marshaltown, 
Iowa, the balance of ^tbe time the roads 
being dry. 

"About a week was spent at the Sao 
Franoiseo Exposition and the drive was 
mad* to Loa Angeles-lt]^ what is called 
the Coast Boute, which follows the 
Santa Clara valley and p&sses through 
Piiso Robles, which has for some years 
been the training grouads of the Chicago 
'White Sox,' and through Santa Barbara. 
On this trip the San Marco Pass was 
gun9 over just before reaching Santa 
Barbara. It is bard for anyone wIioIim 
never driven on «ny of these roads to 
realise what a Pass of th's kfaid means 
The road for' twenty miles before be 
ginning the actual grade led through a 
valley filled with treacherous dry wash- 
es and chuck holes, and the grade itself 
is 3 1-2 miles in length running as high 
as Rfteeo to twenty-five percent grade a 
good part of the way, with one hairpin 
turn after another in and out along the 
side of the mountain.. The road is eo 
narrow that it is necessary to blast the 
road wide enough, so that two cars may 
pass. If two cars meet between the 
passing places, it is necessary for one to 
back up to let the other pass, and where 
the road is narrow, one may look out of 
the side of the car straight down the 
mountain hundreds of feet. This par- 
ticular Pass was used so aueh this sum- 
mer that the road was in- very bad coo-

On The Business of Bankingp 

The farmers of this natkm to oome Into tkair own 
must study business. We must, as a dain, naderstand 

the fundamental principles that tinderlle every Industry, 
its functions to society and Its relation to agriculture, for 
there can be no Intelligent co-operation without under- 
standing. Mr. F. A. Vanderlip, president of the National 
City- Bank of New York, when asked "What is a Bankr* 
said in part: 

~The first and most familiar fonctlon of a bank is 
that of gathering up the Idle money or a oommtmity, 
small sums ami large, and thus forming a pool or reser- 
voir upon which responsible persons may draw as they 
have temporary tise for money. It Is evident that this 
makes large sums in the aggregate available for the em- 
ployment of labor and the development of the community. But much more 
la accomplished than the use of the money actually deposited in the banks, 
for by the nse of drafts, checks and bank notes the efficiency of money Is 
multiplied several times .over. A very large business, for example one of the 
great beef packers, may ufe very Uttle actw4.iiMm«y; sa oaesideot Its bank 
account will be entered tiie cheeks and taifts tt Is daOjr reeolvlns from every- 
where In payment for meats, while on the otHer aide will be entered the 
checks It draws In payment for cattle, ete.. Its mly nse of moner b^ns ft>r 
small payments, to labor and otherwise. 

"If there were but one bank In a commtmity and everybody paid all 
bills by drawing checks'on that bank, and everyone receiving a check Imme- 
diately deposited it In the bank, the amount of money in the bank evidently 
would not change at all and the entire business of the community would be 
settled on the books of the bank. And the ■Itnattoa la bat sllgjitlr' changed 
when there are eeveral banks, for they daily exctaanga among themselves aU 
the checks they receive on each other, which practically olTaet thamaelves. 
although the small balances are paid In cash. This la called 'clearing.' and 
in every large city there Is a 'Clearing House' where representatives of the 
banks meet daily to settle their accounts with each other. 

"A bank is constantly receiving from its customers, particularly those that 
are ahtpping products to other localitiea, drafts and checks drawn on banks 
in other ciUes. which tt usually sends for deposit to a few correspondent 
banka in the central cttfee with which It mataitalnn permanent accounts, in 
this way theae acattwed credlta are consolidated and the bank draws upon 
/ these accounts in attMlTlng customers with Ihe neeua oC ««mXt« > payments 
away from home. Aa each local community aeila and buya about the same 
amount abroad In the course of a year, these payments largely offset each 
other. It is evident that the banks are very Intimately related to the trade 
and industry of a country. The banker Is a dealer in credit much more than 
a dealer In money, and of course his own credit must be above question He 
exchanges his credit for the credits acquired by his costumers, and lends 
credit for their acoomnodation, but he muat conduct the business with such 
Judgment that he eaa atwaya meet Ua own obligations with caah on demand. 
Thla la the ea aeatl al tklav about bank credit, that tt aball alwvra -be 
same aa ea^"

out of business try in;? to nei;oliaie it 
Such roads as this lead to a trreat many 
aooidents, and when you add to tliis the 
fact there seemed to be more than the 
average number of careless driver* in 
California, the running of an automobile 
in that state isn't the unalloyed pleasure 
which the reading of the boosting liter- 
ature sent out by California would lead 
one to believe. Of course, a great many 
cars were naturally seen in trouble 
through one cause or another on a trip 
the length of this; but more accidents 
where people were killed or injured, 
came to our notice in California than on 
all the rest of the trip. It is no uncom- 
mon thing to pick up a Los Angeles 
Monday paper and see accounts of some 
six or eight automobile accidents wh'.ch 
iiave happened in ih.it vicinity on Sun- 
day, in which there was more or less 
loss of life or injury due a'mosl entirely 
to reckless driving and desire for speed: 
and ilii^ doesn't improv* the nervo of a 
stranger driving in that country. 

"Not much time was spent in Los 
Angeiea.'but 'we had a ..most pleasant 
visit of ten days with Mr. and Mrs. A 
O. Seanlan, formerly of Biobmond, but 
now living at Long Beach, Cal., where 
they have a beautiful home. From 
Long Beech many beautiful drives were 
taken to the many points of interest in 
that section, and the tnp to the San 
Uiego Exposition was made by boat 
from San Pedro, which is the port of 
Los Angeles. 

'The start for home was made July 
29th over what is known as the Sante 
I'^e Trail. This route crosses the Mojave 
desert, leavintr California at Needles, 
where the Same Fe Railroad bridge is 
used to cross the ^Colorado river. The 
fare for an automobile across this ^t\<X^fi 
is tS-SQ, just SI 50 less than ferry 
charges.

So 
we fieure lhat .U is good'busineas for any 
town or any county to so Improve their 
streets and turnpikes as to encourage 
travel, both by their own residents and Dy 
strangers, who may have a dollar to 
spend. 

"We consider ourselves exceedingly 
fortunate in malting this trip with prac- 
tically no hardships or trouble of any 
kind. There were a great many who 

encountered all sorts of trouble, not only 
with their cars, but with almost unin- 
terrupted bad weather. There were a 
great many who started on the trip out, 
who never finished at the coast^ either 
shipping their oars back or diaposiag of 
them for what they wonid bring; and 
thefe-are many mora who intended com- 
ing back, who got to the coast and came 
twok on the train.

"A trip such as we have taken is ex- 
'remely hard on any automobile, owing 
to the fact that all roads are strange, 
and in the west there are such grades 
as the San Marco Pass which we crossed 
and lesser ones, which -are as bard or 
harder to co down as they are to go up. 
An ordinary brake, such as is ample in 
this ooontry, will bum out quickly if 
I used on a grade' twoTjr three miles lone, 
I so that use must bo maiie of the m.iior 
and other methods employed to keep the 
car under control, on one of these long, 
steep, winding and dangerous descents. 
In order thai any reasonable mileage be 
made, one must run at 20 to 25 miles per 
hour when ihe opi»rtunity offers. But 
it very often happens that when goirg 
at this pace a bad ohnek-bole or other 
ointacle looms up ahead and speed must 
immediately be slackened. Wlien you 
consider that all cars on a trip of this 
sort are more or less overloaded, the 
strain on ihe mechanism or the tires in 
doing this work day after day is very 
great, and the wonder is that as many 
oars were successful in making the trip 
as was the case.

and the town is of the appearance and 
reminds one strongly of a foreign town. 
At Albuquerque, New Mexico, we had 
the pleasure of seeing Mr. Leslie Rice, 
formerly of Madison county, who is a 
prosperous druggist there. Prom Sante 
the road led over IhaRaioo Pass to 
La Junta, Colorado, ^rorn which point 
the road is almost directly east to St. 
Louis, Mb. We were lucky in escaping 
any bad rains until Kansas City yas 
reached. Onr best day's run on the 
trip was from Lyons, Kansas, to Kansas 
City, Mo., a distance of 2U0 miles. It 
took three days to make .he trip fit>m 
Kansas City to St. Louis, a distance of 
275 miles. The roads were soaked by 
ooniinnous rains and were in bad condi- 
tion. It seems strange that in a state 
lilte Missouri, where there is at least a 
moderate quantity of rock and gravel 
available, I he people are satisfied to have 
such roads or such lack of roads that 
when it rains they are practically ma- 
rooned ialheir own homes. 

"We reached St. Louis on Thursday 
night, August Wth, and for the next 
twenty-four hours, more raia fell than 
has ever been itnown In the history of 
the weather bureau at that point. A 
great many people — some twenty-five or 
thirty — were drowned in the city limits 
of St. Louis, or immediately outside ot 
same; and owing to the flooded condiiioir 
of Southern Illinois we were not able to 
resume our journey until Tuesday, Aug. 
24 We thought we could cut straight 
across southern Illinois to Viacennes, 
Indiai^ and from _ there to fjouisville, 
but after a bard day's worit trying to get 
East we had to content ourselves with 
being only 80 miles from St. Louis after 
having run 140 miles and had worked 
Illinois, whicit is on the 
same east and west line as Terre Haute, 
Indiana.

tired out. But we were no more tired 
than one. ordinarily would be when 
traveling every da/; and you might say 
ihat none Of us were under the weather 
a minute on.lhe entire trip. 

'°On the trip from Cincinnati out, we 
were accompanied by Mr and Mrs. S. 
U. Burton, of Bisinore, Cal , and their 
niece, Miss Alberta^ Webb, of Orange, 
N. .1. Mr. Burton drove s Hudson Six, 
and had made the trip from his home to 
Cincinnati in April and Hay, so that be, 
too, made the round trip. He was 
equally fortunate on the trip going out, 
in I hat he had no trouble to speak of. 

"We account for our practically entire 
absence of trouble on ^he road to the 
fact that we were driving a light car, 
which was much easier to^ handle on | 
muddy roads and in ligi.t places than a < 
larger and heavier car would have been. 
We were also careful not to drive too 
fast, and not to run at uight, except la 
case of emergency — that is, when it re- 
quired a few miles to reach a place 
where we could gat accommodations. 
We were also oarelul to see that our oar 
was oiled often and thoroughly, and al- 
ways bad immediate attention given to 
any little trouble that might develop. 
We made it a rule to fill up our gasoline 
tank whenever there wasroom f<WMaaBalt 
a quantity as two or three gallooa, as we 
were not sure how far the next station 
was and when we would reach it; and we 
also found that a stop for gasoline very 
often gave us the advantage of informa- 
tion about roads ahead or other matters 
which we picked up from the garage

Judge A. M. .1. Cochran handed down

Live Stock Receipts 

Tlje combined receipts of live stock 
at six Western markets last week in- 
cludes Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha. 
St. Louis, St. .loceph and Sioux City 
were 137,500 cattle, '^,200 hogs, and 
189,600 sheep. On the . corresponding 
week of last year the receipt at these 
mirketr were 154,100 cattle, 251,100 
hogs, and 252,500 sheep. From 
January I, 1915, to the close of the 
week, the combined receipts at the 
same markets were 3,798,0JU cattle, 
12;267,000 hogs, 5 530,000 sheep. For 
the eprresponding period of last year the 
receipts at these markets were 3 044,000 
cattle, 10,534,000 bogs, and 0,910,003 
sheep; showing a gain of 1,733 000 hoars, 
and loss of 1,330,000 sheep.— Farmers 
I}ome Journal.

IN a previons article, it wa« stated that Hmtij wttrybody htm tn- 
bereoloib a* Moiet&m or ott« during his lifetime. Autopsies on 
peoplt- have shown that hardlj a single human being reaches 
maturo life without a scar on his lungs or elsewhere showing 
where tuberculosis had attacked him, and he, by his normM resist^ 
ance and vitality, had warded off the continuation of the attack. 

Because tuberculosis is so widespread, every man, woman and 
child should give the most careful attention to those signs of the 
disease which point out danger. The f i iiiKiliiii oin iHmee (gn IMI an^ 
enter the body in ewriy childhood and magr not oava* may serknu 
trouble for Um or flftaen ymnh .Vhen^ all of a sodden, when the 
body is weakened ]|^ overwork, worry, aielmeaa, or bad livinif and 
working conditions, these sleeping germs wake np and become ac- 
tive in the destruction of the lungs or other organs. The working 
man or woman, therefore, cannot |be too careful in the safeguarding 
of health and in watching out for thosi^symptoms which iniJicate 
that the disease of tul)erculosis is aatually present. What, then, 
are some of the danger signals and what should be done about them? 

(1) First of aU, there is a cough that hangs on and will not 
clear up. If it lasts for a month or longer, it is a red light, a danger 
signal, which you cannot afford to ignore. Jt may start with wet 
feet or some other insignificant^ircnmstanee, but no matter how the 
cough started, if it does not goCway, see yoor doctor at once. Colds 
frequently weaken the bodily tone and resistance, so that it is easy 
for the lurking germs to get a foothold. 

(2) Loss of weight, accompanied by a loss of appetite, and a cer- 
tain amouut of "stomach trouble" is another danger signal, which 
you must not pass unheeded. Sometimes loss of weight may ceme 
from some other cause than tuberculosis, but it pays to be on your 
guard. You may not have a cough, and you may experience very 
little trojible jxcept a sort of chronic weariness. You ought to know 
what your normal weight should be. If 70a begin to lose flve^ ten 
or Wre ponnds wifhout any .apparent xeasen, look for aonnd med- 
ical advioe at onoe. Sometimes with loss of weight goes a loss of 
appetite, and trouble wth bowels and stomach, even running to 
diarrliea. Whether you are losing much weight or not, look out for 
this danger signal. It is a warning that something is wrong. 

(8) Then vthere is that run-down, all-the-time-tiredfeelhig. Most 
people have days when they feel lunusually ti^ed, for some reason 
or other. Such an occasional period of "spring fever" or "laxy 
liver" may not be at all dangerous, but when every day for two or 
three weeks you hate to get up and dread to do anything hat lie 
around and be lazy, there. is danger ahead. This is Nature's warn- 
ing to you that some enemy inside your body is sapping your 
vitality. Don't ignore the wajTiing signal! 

' (4) Anyone of the three symptoms just mentioned may occur 
singly or all of them may come at one time. When, to any or all, 
there is added a fever in the late afternoon or during the night, 
accompanied possibly by sweats, beware of this danger signal. It 
is a bright red flag which Nature, waves before you, cautioning you 
to give immediate heed. Anyone's temperature may rise at times, 
Rome people's more easily than others. But when for a week every 
afternoon about four or five o'clock you've felt feveris^i, or -when 
night after night you wake np in a dripping sweat, you may r^ 
assured that there is nothing normal about that. Go to your doctor 
at once and tell him about it. You may have no cough and no other 
sign of disease, and this may be the only warning you'll get. Give 
heed to it at once. 

(5) If you have a cougii and in spitting you find streaks of 
blood in your sputum, you may rest assured that something is 
wrong. It may not be a direct sign of tuberculosis, but whatever it 
is, you should attend to it a^ once. You cannot afford to' waste 
time putting it off. Nature may i^ve yon that more emphatic 
warning of the presence of tuberculosis, a hemonhage of the lungs. 
If so, don't be scared unduly. It is a danger aSgnal, and i^^ou 
heed it, yon may be safe. 

There are other danger signals, some which yon can see and 
some which only a trained physician can detect. ITonr safety lies 
in getting medical attention as early as possible. Tuberculosis can 
be cured if 1% is discovered in 'time. The time to discover it is when 
the first symptoms show theuMelves. Dim*t fake ohaaoes With 
Death. You'll lose every time. 

Go to a good doctor, if you notice any of these danger sij^als, 
and insist that he examine yon iMripped to the waist. If you ean't 
afford a doctor, go to a free dinie and be exandned.* It may cost 
a few dollars to be examined, but it may save you hundreds of 
dbllan, untold suffering, and possibly your life and that of your wife 
and family. 

"SAFETY FIBST" is a motto that applies to tnberculosii^ 
espeeidly ^en it is first showing itself.

He knew how 
slender bis chances were of ever 
reaching the firing line, but a thor- 
ough appreciation of the situation 
didn't make it easier to bear — didn't 
soothe his reseatment against the fate 
that kept bIm mixing dough while 
others did the real work of war. 

"If I only had a chance!" he 
thought. "I wouldn't mind walloping 
kettles the rest of my life, if I could 
take just one crack at them. Tomor- 
row or next day the boys ^111 be hav- 
ing it out with Kaiser Bill — and I II 
be wrestling with a camp oven." -» 

For a moment be was silent as he 
watched the infantry deploying along 
the river; then be nodded bis bead. 
"Yes," ho said, "they're going to stop 
and fight and right here." 

His belief was soon justified by the 
activities of sappers and engineers. 
The infantry was put to work "dig- 
ging themselves in" along the south 
bank of the river. Battery after bat- 
tery wheeled into position on the hills ;

Into the little village, now deserted 
by its Inhabitants, poured a German 
column; and as the EngHsh shells 
plumped down among the houses, thin 
plumes of smoke — which thickened 
and grew blacker — appeared at a 
dozen points. But the Germans did 
not hesitate. 

Through the burning town they 
swept, while other columns advanced 
on each side, and across the river the 
living stream still flowed.
